Councilmember Huizar Announces Figueroa St Resurfacing Project 

Saturday, April 5th - Sunday, April 6th 

Figueroa St. between Buena Vista Ter. and York Blvd. 

Figueroa Street between Buena Vista Terrace and York Boulevard will be resurfaced this weekend! The 
Bureau of Street Services (BSS) will begin the project on Saturday, April 5th and, barring weather 
delays, complete the project by Sunday, April 6th. On Saturday, the old asphalt will be removed. On 
Sunday, new asphalt will be laid. 

Over this weekend, residents can expect the following impacts: 

Fewer lanes during the first two days while BSS profiles the street

Councilmember Huizar Leads Effort to Increase Recycling 

Councilmember Huizar introduced 2010 motion and led policy decision as former chair of Energy & 
Environment Committee 

The Los Angeles City Council voted 12-1 Tuesday in favor of a plan to overhaul City trash collection in 
commercial buildings, apartments and condominiums in order to expand recycling in the City of Los 
Angeles and reduce pollution. 

Councilmembers Jose Huizar and Paul Koretz introduced a motion in 2010 calling on the City of Los 
Angeles to expand the City's recycling collection to all customers and expand on the City’s premium 
curbside recycling program for single-family homes. 

As the former Chair of the Energy & Environment Committee (E & E), Councilmember Huizar led the 
policy decision making on the exclusive waste hauling franchise policy. The policy is supported by Don’t 
Waste L.A., a group of more than 35 organizations led by the non-profit Los Angeles Alliance for a New 
Economy (LAANE) - other Don’t Waste L.A. members include the Sierra Club and the Natural 
Resources Defense Council. 

“After three years of intensive analysis and public input, Zero Waste LA will bring us cleaner trash 
trucks, more recycling, cost controls and superior customer service,” said Councilmember Jose Huizar. 
“Franchise systems are widely used in other cities, and I am proud to have worked with my colleagues 
and our partners to tailor this program to fit Los Angeles. It’s a winning formula for customers, the 
environment and the City of Los Angeles.” 

Once fully in place in early 2017, areas of the City will be exclusively served by haulers selected through 
a competitive bidding process in 11 zones. In return, haulers will have to meet high standards for clean 
trucks, efficient service, and greater recycling, which are largely absent in the commercial and multi¬ 
family sectors today. 

The City of Los Angeles recycling services for single family homes is considered the premium curbside 
recycling program for any big city in the nation. Tuesday's vote means that recycling in commercial 
buildings, apartments and condos can now be more in line with the City run curbside service. 

A procedural second reading vote will occur next week with just eight votes needed for adoption.
